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Business Process Modeling 


■ Business process models are diagrams that depict the steps in a process 

■ BPMN (Business Process Modeling Notation) is a graphical notation that standardizes the 
depiction of those steps 

■ BPEL (Business Process Execution Language) is an executable language for specifying 
actions within business processes 

■ IBM BPM supports both the BPMN and BPEL standards

■ Types of business processes that normally require 
automation and ongoing maintenance and management 
include: 

- System to system (S2S) 

- System to human (S2H) 

- Human to human (H2H) 
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IBM BPM enables you to: 

- design and automate all three types of processes 
(S2S, S2H, H2H) 

- support both inbound and outbound integration 
with external systems 

- easily develop interfaces to collect data from and 
otherwise interact with end users 

IBM BPM provides the capability to: 

- diagram a process step by step 

- implement each step in the process model 

• pass data from one external system to another 

• then on to end users 

- develop a fully functional process application, 
providing easy-to-use tools for each role involved
